A BLOODY DEED. 


Sadden and Tragic Ending of a 


Bridal Tour in a New 


, 
York Hotel. 


William B. Thompson, of Kansas Oity, 


Kills His Yonng Wife and Mor- 


tally Wounds Himself. 


He Refuses to Explain His Motive for 


tbe Deed, But Calls Lustily 


Foi a Doctor. 


NEW YORK, June 16.—A few minutes 


after three o'clock yesterday afternoon 
in room No. 25 at ttie Stutervant House, 
Wm. B. Thompson, of Kansas City, aged 
twenty-seven, shot and hilled his wife, a 
handsome woman of about twenty-three, 
and then sho, himself twice, inflicting 
fatal wounds in the head and near the 
heart. Mrs. Thompson lived twenty-five 
minutes after heina shot. Her wound 
was in the back of her head. 


An employe of the hotel was hurrying 


toward the room in response to a pro- 
longed ring of the annunciator, when he 
heard shots Ilred. lie rushed back to the 
clerk's desk and informed Mr. Lcland, 
the proprietor, who hurried upstairs with 
several of his subordinates. The door of 
room No. 26 was locked. 
Groans were 


heard from within. The door was quick- 
ly burst in, and a terrible sight was then 
revealed. 


Upon the floor, their heads resting 


each 
upon a separate 
pillow, were 


Thompson and his wife. 
The woman 


was dying. 
Thompson was groaning 


with pain. Ucside him lay a heavy re- 
volver with which the shooting had been 
done. The hotel carpenter, Geo. tluttv, 
was the first to reach the prostrate pair, 
liaising Thompson's head he asked: 


"Why have you done this?" 
"Please get a doctor quick," was tbe 


reply. 


"Tell me why you did this?" persisted 


Butty. 


"Get a doctor, I tell you," again re- 


plied the man. 


He refused to say another word. 
Those in the room attended as well as 


they could to the wounded couple until 
the arrival of physicians who had been 
summoned. Drs. Mulford, Katzentmch 
and llillcn soon came in, but just as they 
did so Mrs. Thompson breathed her last. 
The physicians turned their attention to 
Thompson, and all agreed after a brief 
examination that ho could live but a 
short time. An ambulance having ar- 
rived, the man was placed therein and 
conveyed to the New York hospital. 


Thompson arrived at the hotel with his 


wife (ivc days ago, and registered as from 
Kansas City. The couple had a large 
'amount of baggage and seemed to have 
plenty of money. They were quiet and 
did not mingle much with other guests. 
Yesterday morning Thompson stood at 
the hotel desk and wrote two letters, 
which he left to be mailed. One was ad- 
dressed to R. S. Yard, of Hanover Square, 
this city, and the other to C. S. Thomp- 
son, No. 814 West Fourteenth street, Kan- 
sas City. A telegram has been sent to 
tbe latter address by Mr. Leland. 


Tl'" hotel Deople think from appear- 


ances thut the couple were on their wed- 
ding tour. An examination of the room 
revealed no indication of the caute of the 
tiagedy. Mrs. Thompson was in street 
costume, and her hat lay beaide her on 
the floor. This would Indicate that she 
had prepared for a walk, but the appear- 
ance of the pillows seemed to show that 
the couple were lying on the floor before 
or at the time of the shooting.

Wharf, Brooklyn, until the regatta com- 
mittee stepped 
aboard. 
Approaching 


the fleet the scene was indeed a very 
pretty one. Nearly seventy-five yachts 
and boats of high and low degree were 
about the anchorage—some at anchor, 
but most of them beating around and 
lying on and off as though eager for the 
contest. The crest of Bayridge hills and 
all along the Shore road to near Fort 
Hamilton was crowded with spectators. 
The three crack sloops beat hither and 
thither across the bay, their white wings 
standing out in white silhouette against 
the leaden sky. 


The regatta was divided into eleven 


classes—from A to K—and an additional 
supplementary class for crack sloops. 
The start was a flying one for all classes, 
the first signal being a gun from the club 
hojse on top of the hill, followed by the 
raising of the Atlantic Club flag. The 
second gun, five minutes later, was the 
signal for the start of the big schooners 
and crack sloops. 


The Puritan had been ly*ng in sus- 


picious proximity to the starting line 
from tlie time the Lnckenbacli arrived, 
and lint for the fact that Joe Ellsworth 
did not command her this year, but was 
in command of the new Atlantic, the 
idea would certainly have prevailed that 
he was adopting his tricks of a year ago, 
which resulted in his collision with the 
Genesta. 


It was 10:40 a. m. when the gun for 


the start was fired. The wind blew stif- 
fiv from the northeast, and right through 
the smoke of the big gun, and while its 
echoes were still reverberating through 
the hills, the Puritan went over the line, 
and run up her big balloon jib, at the 
same time running out her spinnaker. 
Fifteen seconds later thu Boston sloop, 
Thetis, followed. At 10:41:30 the little 
.sloop Chace followed, and at 10:42:55 
the Priscilla crossed with Cass Caufield, 
her 
owner, 
at 
the 
wheel. 
The 


schooners 
Montnuk and Greylinpt and 


the sloops Agnes and Oracle crossed, and 
then along came the Atlantic. 
The tug 


and steam yachts screeched and whis- 
tled, but Joe Ellsworth was too busy to 
respond. It was 10:44.22 when the At- 
lantic crossed, and if it had been eight 
seconds later it would have been handi- 
capped with a time allowance for not 
crossing in the allotted time. As it went 
over, a marine maneuver was performed 
which 
was

Joe. 
Every body wondered why his 


balloon jib and spinnaker were lashed 
with little gaskets instead of fluttering 
free to draw as soon as the line was 
crossed. 
But no sooner was the yacht 


outside the line than the order to set 
sails was heard from the deck, and in- 
stantly the two massive sheets of canvas 
filled out in their 
immensity to the 


breeze. It was a beautiful display of 
seamanship. 


The stiff little English cutter Clara 


followed with her new red bottom jaunt- 
ily bobbing in the Atlantic's wake. Pass- 
ing down the bay the Puritan kept the 
lead which she gained by her speedy 
start, but with uncomfortable proximity 
behind her came the Atlantic and the 
Priscilla. Almost beside her was the 
little Thetis, which, in fact, retained the 
lead of the other yachts as lar as the 
stake boat at the pom t of tlie Hook. 


OS Coney Island point, about noon, the 


wind almost entirely died away, and had 
the tide been flood instead of ebb, the 
whole fleet would certainly have drifted 
back to Bay Ridge. As it was, the boats 
drifted seaward until near buoy No. 8, 
when the wind sprang up again and the 
bigger boats rounded the point of the

in the following order: Puritan, 1.09:13;

Wing, 1.22:36. The Priscilla, however, 
which rounded the Scotland lightship last 
of the sloops of her class, gained rapidly 
on the stretch to Bed Sandy Hook light- 
ship, so much so that she was first to 
round it, which she did at 2.25:25. The 
Atlantic came next at 2.28:26, and at 
2.30:07 the Puritan rounded, and all three 
went over on the port tack for the home 
stietuh. The Grayling rounded at 2.42:45, 
and thirteen minutes later the Moutauk 
followed suit. 


For nearly an hour after the other forty 


yachts in the race turned ship and fol- 
lowed in the wake of the three crack 
sloops. 


Coming home, the Priscilla increased 


her lead, until at Romer beacon she was 
nearly two miles ahead of the fleet and of 
the Puritan and Atlantic, both of which 
had apparently given up all hope of beat- 
ing her, and were each contending for 
second place. 


When about off buoy No. 12 the wind 


died away again, and the Priscilla got be- 
calmed. The wind still lasting miles be- 
low where the Atlantic and Puritan were 
sailing, filled their sails and gave them 
quite a .spurt, which lesseued" the dis-

Sanguinary Battle Between Illicit 


Distillers and. Officers of the 


Government 


Timely Rescue of the Latter From a 


Tight Place—Captun of the 


Party Wanted. 


WILKESBARBE, Pa., June 16.—This 


unruing's down train brought a number 
of violators of the United States internal 
revenue laws in charge of a posse of dep- 
uty marshals, who hav« had quite a lively 
time with the manufacturers- of illicit 
spirits. 
Deputy Collector Andrew P. 


Bedford and six United States marshals 
figured in the fight. 


Of late years moonshining has become 


quite common in this section of North- 
eastern Pennsylvania, and within the 
past twelve months there have been an 
unusual number of arrests. The irregu- 
larity has usually been committed, how- 
ever, by those who had a distillery li- 
cense, and who, instead of making spirits 
without license, evaded the law by falsi- 
fjing their revenue reports, either by 
omission or otherwise, rather than by 
working in the more explicit contraven- 
tion of the law which moonlight nights 
engender. 


Such were the facts in the case, and 


Deputy Collector Bedford was led first to 
suspicion and later to cognizance by the 
reports that came daily Into his hands. 
He accordingly took out a warant for 
the arrest of W. E. Chandler, James Qow 
aniSV. R.-.Colwell, and, with tbe other 
members of his band, left on the one 
o'clock train for New Milford. 


Arriving there, the party at once drove 


to the house of Chandler. Whether or 
not the latter had been warned they were 
uuable to ascertain, but the building was 
closed to the topmost blind, and the door 
was locked and barred. Their continued 
rapping at last rouaed some one within, 
however, and behind a closed blind a 
woman's voice asked what they wanted. 
The chief of the posse replied that they 
had a warrant for Chandler's arrest and 
wanted him. Tne reply at once came 
that he had gon» to Albany, and would 
not return for several days. 


The marshals then asked her to open 


the door, but she refused, and when the) 
attempted to force ,lt the bright barrel of 
a silver-plated 
revolver 
was 
thrust 


through the slats. This, together with 
an announcement to the effect that the 
house was the owner's castle and unless 
they desisted they must be responsible 
for any .tragedy that might ensue, called u 
halt on the proceedings for. a few min- 
utes, and then, after a consultation, the 
attack was renewed. 


The door of the besieged house was 


broken open, and the pos.se, after dispos- 
sessing the belligerent female of her 
weapon, made a search of the house. 
Chandler, who was secreted in the house, 
heard the footsteps of the officers com- 
ing up the stars, and hastily summoning 
a confederate, who was ia another room, 
he stepped out to meet the officers. 


Hastily grabbing a double-barreled shot- 


gun, he fired twice at the marshals, badlv 
wounding Officers Black and Bowen. Be- 
fore he could fire again Deputy Collector 
Hedford put a ball through his cheek. 
James Gow, Chandler's confederate, non 
took up the gun and commenced to bea 
the wounded officers over the bead, 
A 


shot from the deputy marshals sent him 
to the floor. 


Mrs. Chandler, who by this time ha- 


escaped the attention of the officers, ran 
out into the yard and summoned assist- 
ance by blowing a large dinner-horn. 
Sympathizers and 
other moonshiners 


were soon on the spot. The Federal of- 
ficers, beginning to feel aalarmed, dis- 
patched one of their number on horse- 
b,irk to the nearest village for help, and 
in the meantime shut themselves up in 
the house. 


About thirty 
rough 
backwoodsmen 


were on the outside, and made a desper- 
ate effort to get into the house, but every 
time were repulsed by a volley from the 
officers. 


At 7:30 in the evening the mob outside 


organized a party to go up on the house 
and tear the roof off, but the timely 
arrival of the authorities from Tunkhan- 
nock prevented the carrying out of their 
design. The feeling among this class of 
people is very bitter agalnet the officers, 
and had not assistance arrived 
they 


would undoubtedly have murdered the 
whole party. 
Marshal Black and Chand- 


ler will die from their wounds.
